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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,2 and 5-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: patentability 
resides, at least in part in the apparatus having an ejecting mechanism comprising first 

and second engaging parts wherein the second engaging part comprises third and • 
fourth ports, and a flexible band installed along a horizontal direction, wherein one end 
of the flexible band is connected to the second port of the engaging part, and another 
end of the flexible band is connected to a fourth port; the flexible band comprising a 
contact face that is between the two ends of the band, in combination with the other 
limitations of the base claim.
